Toe financial ed’tor of a magazine that 
devotes some attention to the investment in­ 
terest-4 of its readers reports that this ques- 
I'on comes tx) his office frequently: 
“How 
cm one in a small town buy bonds and Ie 
cure th at one is getting good bonds?” 
Well, th£re is always the nearest bank 


W hose officials will gladly put their patrons 
directly in touch with good investment con­ 
cerns or good investments. Just as the small 
community has its good local physicians but 
must send to the f ig city for specialists and 
Specially equipped hospitals, so also is has its 
local bankers tu t must sometimes send to the 
larger cur tors for specialists in different 
kinds of investments. 
In addition to consulting his local bank, 
therefore, the wise investor who lives off the 
beaten track should study advertisements 
and investment literature to I ocome familiar 
with the different kinds of investment busi­ 
ness in which various houses specialize. 
The investor should then make the first 
move, seeking the investment and the sound 
advice needed, asking pointed questions about 
it and pushing the investigation just as fully 
as possible by mail and by personal inter­ 
views until he has learned the facts and is 
ready to uct upon them. 
If he does these 
things he is sate from the sharper and his 
uncertain wares. 


German Trucks 


Motor trucks, or “lorries” as they are 
called abroad, are making trouble now for the 
German railroads. Their competition is cut- 
t.r.g seriously into the railroad business. 
They win by superior speed and flexibility, 
and st ll more by their lower overhead and 
operation cost. 
The head of the government’s transporta­ 
tion department objects that their competi­ 
tion is especially unfair because they do not 
pay the transportation tax imposed on the 
rail lines nor share in the assessments under 
the Dawes reparation plan. 
Germany may be left to work out that 
problem for herself. In America it is slightly 
different, but still more serious. 
The rail­ 
roads will have to stand the motor competi­ 
tion here, and can probably afford to, after a 
little readjustment. 
But the main question 
is whether the public can stand it,.with tho 
trucks growing ever more numerous, bigger 
and heavier and breaking down thousands of 
miles of paved road every year, while having 
no tracks to build and maintain as tile rail­ 
roads have, and paying absurdly low taxes 
for the upkeep of the streets and highways 
they use. 


Poor Spelling 


Francis G. Blair, state superintendent of 
Instruction in Illinois, declares that "grade 
pupils today spell quite as well as grade 
pupils did in the bygone days when spelling 
was a m ajor subject, and furthermore, that 
they spell better than most business men to­ 
day. 
This is a surprising announcement in 
view of the many complaints, mainly from 
the business world, about the bad spelling of 
high school graduates taking business posi­ 
tions. 
Words are taught today, this educator 
states, with more emphasis on their meaning 
and correct use than on their spelling while 
the old spelling-1 ee emphasized the spelling 
to the neglect of meaning and use. 
Both methods probably have their uses 
and the public undoubtedly would p rofit con­ 
siderably by paying more attention to spell­ 
ing, understanding and using words correctly 
both in and out of school.

Just as the small 
community has its good local physicians but 
must send to the I ig city for specialists and 
Specially equipped hospitals, so also is has its 
local bankers I ut m ust sometimes send to the 
larger enders for specialists in different 
kinds of investments. 
In addition to consulting his local bank, 
therefore, the wise investor who lives off the 
beaten track should study advertisements 
end investment literature to I ecome familiar 
with the different kinds of investment busi­ 
ness in which various houses specialise. 
The investor should then make the first 
move, seeking the investment and the sound 
advice needed, asking pointed questions about 
it and pushing the investigation just as fully 
as possible by mail and by personal inter­ 
views until he has learned the facts and is 
ready to act upon them. 
It he does these 
things he is safe from the sharper and his* 
uncertain wares. 


German Trucks 


Motor trucks, or “lorries” as th ey are 
crllcJ itlroad, are making trouble now for the 
German railroads. Their competition is cut­ 
ting seriously into the railroad business* 
They win by superior speed and flexibility, 
and ut ll more by their lower overhead and 
operation co.st. 
The head of the government’s transporta­ 
tion department objects that their competi­ 
tion is especially unfair because they do not 
pay the transportation tax imposed on the 
rail lines nor share in the assessments under 
the Dawe.t reparation plan. 
Germany may bi' left to work out that 
problem tor herself. In America it is slightly 
different, but still more serious. 
The rail­ 
roads will have to stand the motor competi­ 
tion here, and can probably afford to, after a 
little readjustment. 
But the main question 
is whether tin pal lie can stand it..w ith the 
trucks growing ever mon' numerous, bigger 
and heavier and f reaking down thousands of 
miles of paved road every year, while having 
no tracks to build and maintain as the rail­ 
roads have, and paying absurdly low taxes 
for the upkeep of the streets and highways 
they use.

In a good many cases city dwellers seem 
to have better opportunities to follow the 
financial advice, “Before you invest, investi 
gate,” because they have close at hand the 
big banks and reliable bond houses to consult , 
while the email town or country investor does 
not. Toe fmsnciel editor of a magazine that 
devotes some attention to the investment in­ 
terests oi its readers reports that this ques­ 
tion corm* tx) his office frequently : 
“How 
cm one in a small town buy bonds and be 
euro that one is getting good bonds?” 
Well, thére is always the nearest bank 
Whose officials will gladly put their patrons 
directly in touch with good investment con­ 
cerns or good investments. Just as the small 
community has its good local physicians but 
must send to the big city for specialists and 
epecially equipped hospitals, so also is has its 
local bankers but must sometimes send to the 
larger centers for specialists in different 
kinds of investments. 
In addition to consulting his local hank, 
therefore, the wise investor who lives off the 
beaten track should study advertisements 
and investment literature to I ecome familiar 
with the different kinds of investment busi­ 
ness in which various houses specialize. 
The investor should then make the first 
move, seeking the Investment and the sound 
advice needed, asking pointed questions about 
it and pushing the investigation just as fully 
as possible by mail and by personal inter­ 
views until he has learned the facts and is 
ready to act upon them. 
If lie does these 
things he is safe from the sharper and his 
uncertain wares. 


German Trucks 


Motor trucks, or “lorries” as they are 
called abroad, are making trouble now for the 
German railroads. Their competition is eut- 
t r.g seriously into 
the railroad business. 
They win by superior speed and flexibility, 
and st ll more by their lower overhead and 
operation cost. 
The head of the government’s transporta­ 
tion department objects that their coml cli­ 
tion is especially unfair because they do not 
pay the transportation tax imposed on the 
rail lines nor share in the assessments under 
the Dawes reparation plan. 
Germany may be left to work out that 
problem for herself. In America it is slightly 
different, but still more serious. 
The rail­ 
roads will have to stand the motor competi­ 
tion here, and can probably afford to, after a 
little readjustment. 
But the main question 
is whether the public can stand it,.with tIn* 
trucks growing ever more numerous, bigger 
and heavier and I reaking down thousands of 
miles of paved road every year, w hile having 
no tracks to build and maintain as the rail­ 
roads have, and paying absurdly low taxes 
for the upkeep of the streets and highways 
they use. 


Poor Spelling 


Francis ti. Blair, state superintendent of 
Instruction in Illinois, declares that "grade 
pupils today spell 
quite as well as grade 
pupils did in the bygone days when spelling 
was a major subject, and furthermore, that 
they spell better than most business men to­ 
day. 
This is a surprising announcement 
in 
view of the many complaints, mainly from 
the business world, about the bad spelling of 
high school graduates taking business posi­ 
tions. 
Words are taught today, this educator 
states, w ith more emphasis on their meaning 
and correct use than on their spelling while 
the old spelling I «*«.* emphasized the spelling 
to the neglect of meaning and use. 
Both methods probably have their uses 
and the put lie undoubtedly would profit c o n ­ 
siderably by paying more attention to spell­ 
ing, understanding and using words c o rr e c tly 
both in and out of school.

of TOO lost souls as a result of the re 
cent stringent immigration laws laid 
down by the United States. 
Situated on the outskirts of tho 
Hampshire village of Eastlelght, and 
within easy distance of Southampton, 
the main port of 
embarkation 
for 
America, the hostel is seen as a range 
of low lying buildings maintained by 
the big British steamship companies 
to provide temporary accommodation 
for immigrants waiting to enter the 
United States. 
Dt)« to the new immigration laws, 
however, many of the foreign immi­ 
grants housed in the hostel have to 
wait weeks and sometimes months, 
before they can expect to gain admit 
lance, and it is no uncommon thipg 
for more than 3,000 such immigrants 
to be housed in the hostel at one time. 
In Serious Plight. 
Of these, perhaps, the plight of TOO 
prospective Russian immigrants is by 
far the worst. They have been in the 
hostel for more than a year, and. not 
daring to return to their own country 
and not being able to get into tho 
United States, they are at present 
without either home or country. 
The deadly 
monotony of waiting, 
without knowing what their fate Is to 
he, Is beginning to tell upon them, and 
fhey are beginning 
to show signs of 
restiveness, which has not been allay­ 
ed by the announcement that they are 
likely to remain at the hostel for many 
months yet. 
Recently several 
scores of 
them 
went on a so called “hunger strike 
to draw attention to their plight and 
to the fact that their food had too 
milch sameness 
about It 
.and that 
sometimes it was hardly fit to eat.
